A vatt Number of Waggons, not fewer than 840 
laden with Axes, and oe Implements for opening 
narrow Roads, have been fent into Silefia, which are 
to be made Ufe of in clearing the Paflages through 
the Mountains into Bohemia, wherg a great Part of 
the Army will take their Winter Quarters ; General 
Du Moulin, with a great Body of Horfe, being already 
there. Orders alfo have been iflued for raifing ten 
Batallions and twenty Squadrons, to reinforce the 
Army which is to temain in the Lower Silefia. 

* Our laft Leteers direftly from Vienna inform us, 
that on Sunday the roth Inflant, the Queen and the 
Great Duke of Tafcany, attended by Prince Charles 
of Lorrain, were prefent at a general Thank(giving 
for the happy raifing of the Siege of this City in 1683. 
The next Day her Majefty gave Audience to feveral 
Perfons of Diftin&ion. During their Stay here, 
Prince Charles, attended by the Prince of Sax-Hild- 
burghauzen, took a View of the additional Fortifica- 
tions that are raifing for the Security of this City, gave 
largely to the Workmen, as well to recompence their 
Diligence hitherto, as to encourage them in it for the 
future : Since then a Committee of the following Ge- 
neral Officers, Kevenhuller, Wurmbrand, Culani, and 
Molck, with feveral experienced Engineers, has been 
appointed to fuperintend thefe Works, and to puth 
them on as briskly as poflible., Our Garifon is to be 
augmented to twelve ‘Thoufand Men, exclufive of the 
Regiments of Burghers, who have {hewn an extraor- 
dinary Zeal for the Queen’s Service: In fhort, all 
fuch Precautions are taken as would be neceflary, in 
cafe a Siege wa. expected ; and indeed, confidering 
the Difpofition of the Ele€tor of Bavaria, and the 
Steps he has taken, the Thing is not improbable. 

* By Letters from an Irifh Officer at Madrid, dated 
the laft of Augult, I am informed that the Spanith 
Councils are much divided. ‘The Prince of Afturias 
was lately attacked by a Fever fo fuddenly, that it 
threw his Party, which is compofed of the belt and 
wifeft Men in Spain, into the utmoft Confufion ; from 
which, however, they recovered in the Space of two 
or three Days, when that Prince, as well as his Fa- 
ther, appeared again in Publick, to the great Satis- 
faction of the People, The Patriots here treat the 
Negotiations of the Conde Montijo in Germany, on 
which the Court build much, as mere Chimera’s fet 
an foot to amulfe their Catholick Maijefties, and to 
prevent their attending to the miferable Circumftances 
unto which their Subjeéts are reduced by the Con- 
tinuance of the War with Great Britain. The Di- 
firefs of the Commons throughout all the Provinces 
in Spain is fo great, as fcarce to be exprefied. ‘The 
Words of his Letter are, Money and Bread are equal- 
ly fcarce, and he who has one, does not always know 
how to come at the other. The Conde De Monte- 
mar returned lately from Catalonia, and had imme- 
diately an Audience, wherein he roundly reprefented, 
that if the Expeoition on which he is to go, could 
not be enter’d upon by the Middle of September, he 
would not make himielf aniwerable for its Succefs. 
This occafioned a Conference with a certain Embafla- 
dor, wherein he was given to underfland, that fair 
* Words and fine Promifes would no longer pafs cur- 
* rent, but that fomething muit be done either to pro. 
* curé'a fpeédy Peace, or to enable the Catholick King 
‘ to make Head againft his Enemies in America, who 
* grow daily ftrongef and ftronger, while his Force 
* diminifhes, and his Subjects, thre’ their Miferies, be- 
* gin to lofe their Patience and their Loyalty together ; 
* mfomuch, that it is apprehended the Appearance of 
* the Pnglifh Commodore Anfon will be more welcome 
* to them, than that of a Flees from Spain.

gency at Petersburg would faithfully fulfil their En- 
agements to the Queen of Hungary, notwithftand- 
ing the Rupture with Sweden, and that as foon as the 

Seafon would permit, they would march an Army of 
fifty Thoufand Men into the Heart of Germany. 

‘ You may depend upon it, that the Stories you have 
heard of our Inactivity here, and our Difpofition to a 
ruinous Neutrality, are very ill founded. You know 
that little tranfpires of the Refolutions of the States 
General, and therefore cannot give Credit to fuch Re- 
ports as pretend to be grounded in a precife Know- 
ledge of their Debates. Our Marine is very far from 
being in Diforder, and all imaginable Prepdrations 
are making to put us into a Condition of expecting 
Peace upon honourable Terms, or of entering on a 
War with reafonable Hopes of Succefs. The News 
I mentioned from Sweden in my lait is not yet con- 
firmed; it was in few Words this, ‘That a Party had 
been form'd for refcuing the Publick Affairs out of the 
Hands of Count Gyllenburg, and making an honour- 
able Peace with Ruffia.’

* The Advice you received relating to an approach- 
‘ ing Change in our Political Affuirs, was certainly 
* premature, tho’ it it is not impoffible that fomething 
* of this Kind may happen, in cafe things go ill in the 

prefent War. The late Action at Wilmanflrand is 
certainly much magnified, fince there were fewer Men 
uuder General Wrangel’s Command, than in fome of 
the Lifts are faid to be kill’d. All that we know of 
it for Certainty here is, that the Engagement happend 
on the third, that it lafted from Noon till Night, and 
was exceeding bloody : But that the Place was taken, 
with our Artillery and Baggage, is what we have no 
Account of ; tho’ we have feveral Letters dated from 
Frederickfham in Finland, on the sth, 6th, and 7th 
Inftant, and one of thefe fays that the Enemy (uffer’d 
more thanwe. It is certain, that the Miniiter who 
is now at the Head of our Affairs, was in the Secret 
of the French Scheme, and knew well what was to 
come to pafs in other Parts of Europe. All he pre- 
diéted is now in a manner accomplifh’d, fo that the 
Spirits of his Party are higher than ever, and it mutt 
be fomething very confiderable that will take them 
down. How far the heavy Complaints we make of 
the Intrigues carried on by the Ruffians here are well 
founded, [ can’t fay; certain it is, that we are not 
much in their Debt, fince fome of our Statefmen are 
known to have had aclofe Commerce with the Dif- 
affected among the Ruflians, the Fff:&s of which 
might probably have appear'd before now, had it not 
been for the wife Methods taken by the Miniftry of 
Petersburgh, who feem to have been thoroughly ap- 
prized of all our Refources, and to have counter- 
mined us in moft of them, particularly by entrufting 
the Generals Lacy and Keith with the Command of 
their Forces, without binding them up by clofe In- 
ftruétions ; for thefe Officers are fo much belov’d by 
the Army, and fo fteadily attach’d to the Regercy, 
that it is cértain nothing will be omitted, that it is in 
the Power of them, and the Troops under their Com- 
mand to do.
